According to the 
Ankara Radio, the German garti- 
son of Rostov already has begun 
to evacuate the city, and to with- 


from Washington state that Herr 
Hitler’s generals have decided not 
to defend the city, which, now 
that virtually all the territory 
south of the Don is in Russian 
hands, seems to be at the Soviets’ 
mercy. On the other hand, tho 
‘Russians report that there have 


attacks near Rostov; and it is 
quite possible that, for reasons of 
prestige alone, Herr Hitler may 
refuse to abandon the city with- 
out a struggle. In the meantime, 
however, the Russians are forging 
ahead with their plans in the 
Donetz bend. They claim to have 
almost completed the encircle- 
ment 6f some 250,000 German 
‘troops in this area — roughly 
same number “that was 
“‘liquidated”’ at ad in the 
Sixth Army. They are attacking 
fiercely. fifty miles to the north 
and -also fifty miles to the 
south of Kharkov. - Byelgorod, 
which is just north of Kharko¥, 
and protects it, is stated to be 
“in imminent danger,” as the 
Russians have advanced to a 
point only eighteen miles from 
the town. and the capture of 
Izyum, towards the south, 
threatens, not only the important 
tailway junction at Lozovaya, 
but also Poltava—a name that 
evokes historic memories. This 
latest move has been so, rapid 
and so ‘unexpected that” the 
struggle for Rostov has been com- 
pletely overshadowed. If Kharkov 
should fall, the Garman armniies 
in Southern Russia would find 
themselves in. an almost im- 
possible position. The. evacuation 
of the Ukraine, with its inevit- 
able. consequences on the  re- 
mainder of the German line, 
would become an immediate possi- 
bility, and ths chances of a 
successful German offensive in 
the spring would be lessened con- 
siderably. The Germans are not 
unaware of their difficulties.

Motor Cycling 


The Motor Cycle Union of 
Ireland, as was said at a meeting 
in Belfast on Saturday, probably 
is the most active governing body 
of motor cycle sport in the world. 
As a matter of fact, it is a 
reasonable assumption that the 
Irish Union is the only active 
organisation of its type in the 
world. In countries at war there 
is no time for motor cycle sport, 
and in countries which still are 
néutral there is no petrol for any 
but essential activities. The last 
motor cycle competition in the 
Dublin area wag in April of 1942; 
but in the North, on the ground, 
no.doubt, that training was being 
provided for the personnel of 
home defence units, it was. pos- 
sible to hold a few trials later in 
the. year. These activities im- 
posed no strain upon the

The fact that the 
Union is being kept in working 
order, even if there is virtually 
nothing for its officials to do, is 
of some interest.

It is not often that one has the 
honour of catching so able a con- 
troversialist as the Reverend P. J. 
Gannon, §. J., slipping up; bat I 
think that he will admit himself 
touché ón this occasion.

The Laily- 
shannon Herald says: “We have 
again to make known to the publi¢ 
the devastating effects of famine, 
which is now carrying off by hun- 
dreds and by thousands the doomed 
population of this countryy The 
coroners are unable to attend to all 
the calls made on them, and 
numbers of persons .who died of 
starvation have been buried without 
inquests. Distress here is on the 
increase, and deaths are more 
numerous in this country than in the 
fatal year of the cholera.” 

The following pertinent comment 
conies from the Sunday Timee: 
“ Next Wednesday, then, is the day; 
appointed by Her Majesty’s Cá 
Council for the general fast a 
humiliation in consideration, for 
awful famine in Ireland, we ie

Japanese GE 


Evacuate 
Solomons 


ese are believed to be 
oning the entire Solomon 

group and have 
sheen gon from Guadal- 
canal. 

Colonel Knox, U. 8 Navy 
Secretary, said in Washington 
yeaterday ‘“*The Navy has informa- 
tion icating that the Japanese 
may be evacuating the Solomons.” 
Recent © extensive sea and air 
activity, he added, might have been 
a demonstration to cover their with- 
drawal, Japanese losses in the 
Guadalcanal and Buna campaigns 
were given as 16,743 killed or dead 
through illness, and 139 planes 
destroyed. It is claimed that Allied 
casualties in these campaigns were 
25,000 killed, and over 230 ‘planes, 
ó0 guns and 25 tanks destroyed.— 
(Reuter. ) 

Colonel Knox said: “I am satis- 
fied that there are no significant 


numbers of Japanese left on Guadal- 
canal, 

‘* Small groups have been com. 
pletely suyrounded and cut off from 
supplies and reinforcements. Death 
or surrender are their only alterna- 
tives” 

Tokyo stated that the Japanese 
forces both from Guadalcanal and 
Buna had been “‘ transferred to other 
strategic points, having completed 
their mission.” It was said that 
Allied casualties in these campaign 
were 25,000 killed, and over 330 
"planes, 3O guns and 25 tanks 

estroved. 


JAPANESE LOSSES 


According to a Times telegram 
from New York, information re- 
ceived at various times by the U.S. 
Navy Department has indicated that 
the campaign in the Solomons cost 
the Japanese at least 50,000 men— 
30,000 in the sea battle in mid- 
November, about 9,000 killed or 
captured (only a few were captured) 
in the land fighting in Guadalcanal, 
and 12,000 or more lost in the sink- 
ing of various ships, together with 
an unknown number lost in the 
sinking of troop transports in 
November, in aerial combats, and in 
raids by American bombers on 
Japanese bases.—(Copyright, per
